Black students face 
barriers, report says 


There’s evidence of an 
“alarming number" of No¬ 
va Scotia’s 4,000 black stu¬ 
dents being placed in spe¬ 
cial programs for students 
with academic difficulties, 
according to a report for 
the provincial government 
released Thursday. 

Enid Lee, the report’s lead 
author and a consultant in 
anti-racism education, said 
it’s difficult to know exactly 
how many teenagers are be¬ 
ing incorrectly placed in the 
programs, known as Indi¬ 
vidual Program Plans. 

Lee said that’s because 
school boards don’t keep 
records identifying the race 
of their students. 

But she said she based 
her conclusion after seven 
focus groups in high

schools across the province 
during which she consis¬ 
tently heard from parents 
who wondered how to get 
their teenagers out of the 
special programs.

“Such plans ... are regard¬ 
ed by many of those inter¬ 
viewed as barriers to aca¬ 
demically rigorous pro¬ 
grams as well as to access¬ 
ing scholarships specifically 
designated for African Nova 
Scotian learners,” she wrote 
in the 107-page report. 

Her report recommends 
the province identify the 


number of black students 
in the special programs, 
and then look at ways to 
help them get back into the 
regular stream. It also iden¬ 
tifies a general shortage of 
information on black stu¬ 
dents because school 
boards say they aren’t able 
to collect the statistics. 

Irving Carvery, the chair¬ 
man of the Halifax Regional 
School Board, said his board 
has attempted to track stu¬ 
dents based on race. But he 
said he often found stu¬ 
dents didn’t fill out the 
forms that asked for that in¬ 
formation. 

“There are a number of 
reasons why they don’t,” 
Carvery said. “It’s historical. 
It’s complex.”

nation clinics in the Halifax 
area will be held early next 
week. 

Capital Health 
spokesman John Gillis said 
anyone who has not 
received the shot should 
plan to attend one of sever¬ 
al clinics scheduled 
throughout HRM Monday 
and Tuesday at several local 
high schools. 

Students and staff can be 
vaccinated during the 
school day, and the clinics 
will be open to the general 
public during the evening. 

Monday’s clinics will be 
held at Sir John A. Macdon¬ 
ald High School (4-8:30 
p.m.) andJ.L. Ilsley High 
School (3-8:30 p.m.). 
Tuesday’s clinics are at 
Duncan MacMillan High 
School (3-6:30 p.m.) and 
Auburn Drive High School 
(4-8:30 p.m.). 

“We’re looking at the da¬ 
ta, and we’ll determine 
from that if there are any 
pockets of people we may 
have missed. If we do addi¬ 
tional clinics in the new 
year, they’ll be very target¬ 
ed,” Gillis said. 

Officials estimate more 
than half the population of 
the Capital Health District 
has now been vaccinated. 
Although the large-scale 
clinics are shutting down 
for now, the shot will still 
be available in doctors’ of¬ 
fices, walk-in clinics, and 
through some employers.

The two-day festival is pro¬ 
moted by Power Promotion¬ 
al Events Inc. and will be the 
latest outdoor concert held 
at the popular downtown 
Halifax greenspace. 

“It’s going to be a great 
weekend,” promoter Harold 
MacKay said at a press con¬ 
ference announcing the 
event Thursday. He added 
capacity for the concert will 
be 40,000, with tickets go¬ 
ing on sale Tuesday at 9 a.m.

It’s ridiculous for Darrell 
Dexter to claim the 
Springhill jail wasn't a 
true commitment when it 
was “99 per cent ready to 
go/’ Tory MLA Murray 
Scott insisted Thursday. 

On Wednesday, the pre¬ 
mier had said Scott’s jail 
announcement in the 
spring was just a political 
announcement and money 
hadn’t been put aside. 

Thursday, Scott said $1 
million had already been 
spent on detailed designs 
and the jail was just a few 
public consultations away 
from a scheduled ground¬ 
breaking this September 
or October. 

“Now he’s saying there’s 
no commitment,” said 
Scott. “If he believed that, 
he’d be the only guy in No¬ 
va Scotia who believed it.” 

Dexter’s comments be¬ 
came the latest point of 


contention in the bitter de¬ 
bate since the NDP an¬ 
nouncement to build a sin¬ 
gle, central jail to save 
money. That cancels a Tory 
plan to build two jails in 
Springhill and Antigonish. 

The Tories had budgeted 
$18 million for the jail be¬ 
fore being defeated. The 
fall NDP budget removed 
that money. 

Yesterday Justice Minis¬ 
ter Ross Landry clarified 
the NDP position. 

He said the planned 
Springhill jail wouldn’t 
have met correctional 
needs but there was no 
money set aside for anoth¬ 
er jail. A review followed, 
which showed a single 
larger jail would save $5 
million in building costs 


and $1.7 million annually. 

“To go ahead and have 
built that facility and then 
burden the taxpayer with 
having to build another fa¬ 
cility would be a bad deci¬ 
sion on my part,” said 
Landry. 

He said the Tory govern¬ 
ment had 10 years to build 
the jail but only an¬ 
nounced it days before 
their government fell. 
Scott said that’s because 
they were working on get¬ 
ting federal infrastructure 
funding but went ahead 
even after that fell 
through.

Coast policy ‘overdue’ 


Members of the Coastal 
Coalition of Nova Scotia 
say a government report is 
the first step toward a sus¬ 
tainable coastline in the 
province. 

The report, titled The 
State of Nova Scotia’s 
Coast, said the province 
will suffer physically, eco¬ 
logically and economically 
without the co-ordinated 
participation of those with 
a stake in the future of the 
coastline. 

Released Wednesday by 
the Department of Fish¬ 
eries and Aquaculture, the 


document gives an 
overview of the condition 
of Nova Scotia’s coastal ar¬ 
eas and outlines a frame¬ 
work that it says will “fo¬ 
cus efforts to tackle com¬ 
plex coastal issues.” 

The Coalition said it is 
pleased the public is finally 
seeing a status report on 
the health of Nova Scotia’s 
coastline. 

“A coastal policy for No¬ 
va Scotia is long overdue,” 
said Ishbel Munro of the 
Coastal Communities Net¬ 
work. “We’re playing 
catchup with other juris¬ 


dictions, like Maine and 
New Brunswick.” 

The report said storms, 
which have always affected 
Nova Scotia’s coast, will be¬ 
come more economically 
devastating as sea levels 
rise and the effects of glob¬ 
al warming are felt. 

It also noted depletion in 
the province’s shellfish 
stocks. In 2003, the shell¬ 
fish catch stood at 155,000 
tonnes, but dropped to 
127,969 tonnes in 2006.

Avoid lotto gifts 
for youth: NSGC 


The Nova Scotia Gaming 
Corporation is reminding 
parents in the province to 
refrain from stuffing 
minors* stockings with 
scratch ’n* win and lottery 
tickets this Christmas. 

A study released Tuesday 
by the International Centre 
for Youth Gambling Prob¬ 
lems and High Risk Behav¬ 
iours at McGill University 
shows many parents do not 
recognize lottery tickets as 
gambling, and are likely un¬ 
aware of the direct correla¬ 
tion between youth gam¬ 
bling and problem gam¬ 
bling later in life. 

Marie Mullally, NSGC 
president and CEO, said her 
organization is partnering 
with the International Cen¬ 
tre and other gaming 
groups to raise awareness 
about the effect of giving 
lottery tickets to minors. 

“It’s important for par¬ 
ents to set the example by 
showing their kids that 
gambling is only meant for 
adults,” said Mullally in a re¬ 
lease Thursday. “Lottery and 
scratch ’n’ win tickets may 
seem innocent enough, but 


it is a form of gambling and 
our message is that youth 
should not be gambling.” 

The report found that 19 
per cent of high school stu¬ 
dents receive one or more 
lottery or scratch tickets as 
gifts, with 86 per cent of 
those coming from a family 
member. 

Robyn Mclsaac, vice-presi¬ 
dent of public affairs and 
prevention programming at 
the NSGC, said the effects of 
gambling at a young age 
could be long-lasting. 

“Problem gamblers have 
indicated that they have 
started gambling as early as 
10 years old,” said Mclsaac. 
“It can start easy and with 
what may seem as innocent 
as giving a lottery ticket as a 
gift.” 

The report — commis¬ 
sioned by an array of organ¬ 
izations interested in gam¬ 
bling behaviour, including 
the NSGC — had a three per 
cent margin of error or 19 
out of 20. The results were 
gathered from an online 
survey of about 2,700 Cana¬ 
dian parents.

Will dearcutting get 
the axe in Nova Scotia?

Nova Scotia will see an 
end to whole-tree 
clearcutting perhaps as 
early as January or Febru¬ 
ary if the province’s natu¬ 
ral resource minister gets 
his way. 

“I think it should be out 
in Nova Scotia,” John Mac- 
Donell said Thursday when 
asked if the heavily criti¬ 
cized practice should be 
banned. 

Usually clearcutting in¬ 
volves leaving tree tops, 
branches and other fibre to 
spark regrowth. But with 
biomass becoming a 
source of energy, the 
province is seeing more 
full-tree harvesting that 
sweeps the area clean. 

The Ecology Action Cen¬ 
tre has been highlighting 
the barren remains, partic¬ 
ularly a muddy field near 
Caribou Mines. 


MacDonell agreed Thurs¬ 
day the site was “pretty 
devastating.” 

“The highest nutrient 
components are in the 
tops of leaves or needles... 
Really I think for the 
health of the forest and for 
future gen¬ 
erations, 
that has to 
stay. No¬ 
body’s made 
an argu¬ 
ment to me 
that seems 
sensible for 
John taking it,” 

Macdonell he said. 

There are 
no regulations preventing 
whole-tree harvesting so 
the company responsible, 
Northern Pulp Nova Scotia, 
just had to meet normal 
rules around clearcutting. 

MacDonell said he’s 
waiting for an expert re¬ 
view’s recommendations 
to come back before craft¬ 
ing new rules, but that 


could happen early next 
year. 

He wouldn’t comment 
on lowering the amount of 
clearcutting in the 
province, saying he didn’t 
want to preempt the pan¬ 
el’s recommendations. 

The news was warmly re¬ 
ceived by the Ecology Ac¬ 
tion Centre’s Jamie Simp¬ 
son. 

“(Whole-tree harvesting) 
has a huge environmental 
impact,” he said. 

“The science around this 
issue is quite clear that 
when you remove the tops 
and the branches and all of 
the deadwood ... you get a 
decline in nutrients, you 
get a decline in long-term 
forest productivity.” 

Simpson said it also 
hurts biodiversity, dis¬ 
places wildlife and robs 
the soil of carbon. He said 
he hopes the new rules 
will also push a reduction 
in overall clearcutting in 
the province.

WINTER PARKING REGULATIONS 

EFFECTIVE Monday, December 14, 2009 

WHEREAS due to the congestion on the streets of the Halifax Regional Municipality 
caused by vehicular and pedestrian traffic and the limitation of the free use of the 
streets liable to be caused by the presence of snow and ice thereon, I am of the 
opinion that special conditions exist and I do so declare. 

THEREFORE under the authority of Section 202 of the Motor Vehicle Act, as Traffic 
Authority for the Halifax Regional Municipality, I make the following regulations: 

1. Notwithstanding that certain traffic signs or parking meters have been erected 
in the Halifax Regional Municipality prohibiting or permitting the parking of 
vehicles upon sections of the highway during the hours stated thereon: 

(a) No person shall park an unattended vehicle upon any highway in the 
core service area of the Halifax Regional Municipality between the hours 
of 1:00 a.m. and 7:00 a.m. of the same day; 

2. The provisions of Subsection 1 shall not apply to: 

(a) A motor vehicle parked by a physician or surgeon reasonably near his or 
her office or residence and immediately available for professional calls; 
or parked reasonably near where he or she is actually engaged in 
professional duties. 

(b) A motor vehicle parked by an operator actually engaged in discharging 
duties as a police constable or a member of the police of the Canadian 
Forces; 

(c) A motor vehicle parked by an operator actually engaged in discharging 
duties as a member of the Halifax Regional Fire Service; 

(d) A commercial vehicle parked by an operator for the purpose of loading 
or unloading merchandise; 

(e) A taxi parked at a taxi stand. 

(f) A motor vehicle belonging to a public utility company or corporation 
parked reasonably near the residence of an operator and immediately 
available for emergency calls. 

3. It shall be an offence for any person to fail to comply with these Regulations 
and such person shall be liable to a penalty as provided by Section 293 of 
the Motor Vehicle Act. 

4. These regulations shall be full force and in effect from the 14th day of 
December, A.D., 2009, until the 12th day of March A.D., 2010, both dates 
inclusive. 

Approved this 1st day of December, 2009 with respect to all highways in the Halifax 
Regional Municipality under the direct responsibility of the HRM Traffic Authority.

Prior to the start of the 
trial in 2003, the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment signed an 
agreement with the 
millionaire busi¬ 
nessman to pay the 
costs of his defence 
team up front. Ma¬ 
lik was to repay the 
government the 
cost of his 11-mem- 
ber team. He hasn’t, 
despite government 
demands dating 


back to December 2005. 

Malik is suing the Crown 
for malicious prosecution, 
and launched legal action 
in 2007 arguing that he 
shouldn’t have to pay if his 
allegations prove true in 
court. He also claimed the 


deal he made with the 
province to repay his legal 
fees was made under 
duress. 

The Crown then 
launched its own court ac¬ 
tion alleging Malik and 
his family members con¬ 
spired to defraud the 
Crown by hiding his as¬ 
sets and disguising his net 
worth.

the power of Parliament 
and the combined force of 
the opposition parties. 

The Liberals narrowly 
pushed through a motion 
in the Commons on Thurs¬ 
day that forces Harper’s 
government to release 
waves of unedited 
documents so that Parlia¬ 
ment can examine 
whether Afghan prisoners 
detained by Canadian 
forces were subject to tor¬ 
ture when handed over to 
local authorities, and what 
the government knew 
about the issue. 

The motion passed with 
a vote of 145 to 143. 

It is not clear how that 
information will be 
released in days ahead, or 
whether the government 
will continue to resist the 
documents’ release. 

Failure to hand over the 
material, however, could 
result in the Conservative 
government being found 
in contempt of Parliament 
and could see the 
Commons asking the po¬ 
lice to step in and obtain 
the information that has 
now been formally 
ordered released.

Hospitals 
wage war on 
lethal sepsis 

death A lethal condition is 
killing more than 9,300 
people each year. 

It’s sepsis, a serious 
body-wide response to in¬ 
fection that patients often 
acquire while being treat¬ 
ed in hospital. 

A report released Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Health Informa¬ 
tion provides a pan-Canadi¬ 
an snapshot of sepsis, one 
of the top causes of death 
in hospitals, said Indra Pul- 
cins, a director. 

“One in three patients 
with sepsis in Canada will 
end up dying from it — so 
it’s about 30 per cent,” Pul- 
cins said. 

Signs of sepsis are fever 
or lower-than-usual tem¬ 
perature, rapid heart rate 
and breathing and an ab¬ 
normally high or low num¬ 
ber of white blood cells.

Militiamen demand murder, banditry charges dropped 


Government-armed 
former militiamen wanted 
for murder and banditry 
took more than 70 
villagers and children 
hostage Thursday from a 
southern Philippines 
village, demanding 
charges be dropped 
against them before they 
would free the captives. 

The abductions raised 
fresh questions over the 
government’s long-standing 
policy of arming civilian 
volunteers to protect 
against insurgencies. Just 
the day before, 100 other 
militiamen in the south 
were accused of slaughter¬ 


ing civilians in the coun¬ 
try’s worst political mas¬ 
sacre. 

Hours after the kidnap¬ 
ping Thursday, the gunmen 
freed the 17 children they 
held after talking with a 
government negotiator. 
They continued to hold 57 
hostages, mostly women. 

Negotiations were to re¬ 
sume Friday outside three 
remote hilltop huts in the 
southern Philippine hinter¬ 
land where the gunmen 
had holed up with their 
captives. 

For decades, the Philip¬ 
pines government has 
armed civilian volunteers 


— often poorly trained and 
ill-disciplined — as a back¬ 
up security force in areas 
with communist or Muslim 
insurgencies. 

Human rights groups 
have called on the Philip¬ 
pines to stop arming civil¬ 
ians, saying the region is al¬ 
ready awash with weapons 
from the ongoing conflicts. 

At least 100 government 
militiamen are among 161 
suspects in last month’s 
massacre of 57 people in an 
election convoy in Maguin- 
danao province, on the op¬ 
posite western side of 
volatile Mindanao Island.

Pronouncing himself 
humbled by such an hon¬

moral necessity. 


Busy man 

• U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma's decision to break with 
tradition and not follow the 
lead of past Nobel Peace 
Prize winners bewildered 
some Norwegians. Others 
thought he was being im¬ 
polite, as he skipped out on 
a host of activities, includ¬ 
ing Friday’s Nobel Concert. 
Obama blamed his sched¬ 
ule. 


It was a jarring moment 
when Obama, in the midst 
of the ceremony, said of U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan: 
“Some will kill. Some will 
be killed.” 

He lauded previous Nobel 
winner Martin Luther King 
Jr., as a preacher of nonvio¬ 
lent action. But he added, “A 
nonviolent movement 
could not have halted 
Hitler’s armies. Negotia¬ 
tions cannot convince al- 
Qaida’s leaders to lay down 


their arms.” 

He drew laughter when 
he acknowledged “the con¬ 
siderable controversy that 
your generous decision has 
generated.” 

“My accomplishments 
are slight,” Obama said, by 
comparison to such “giants 
of history.” In addition to 
other Nobel winners, he 
said the unrecognized mass¬ 
es who fight for peace are 
“far more deserving.”

BRITAIN H1N1 flu is far less 
dangerous than originally 
feared, British officials said 
Thursday — about 100 times 
less lethal than the 1918 Span¬ 
ish flu. To determine how 
deadly the virus is, the British 
health department tracked all 
reported swine flu patients 
hospitalized between July and 
November. In a paper 
published online in the British 
journal BMJ, experts estimated 
that out of every 100,000 
infected people in Britain, 
about 26 died. That is about 
100 times less deadly than the 
devastating 1918 Spanish flu, 
which killed at least 50 million 
people worldwide. Additional¬ 
ly, H1N1 appears to be nearly 
10 times less fatal than the flu 
pandemics in 1957 and 1968, 
the British numbers showed.

Geithner defends bailout 

U.S. Treasury Secretary says ending program 'irresponsible' 


U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner told a 
skeptical watchdog panel 
Thursday that the Obama 
administration’s decision 
to keep the government’s 
unpopular bank bailout 
program going until Octo¬ 
ber was a necessary “limit¬ 
ed, qualified extension.” 

“It would be irresponsi¬ 
ble to do otherwise,” Geith¬ 
ner said. 


Public anger

against a perceived govern¬ 
ment bias for Wall Street 
over Main Street. 

The Troubled Asset Re¬ 
lief Program (TARP) was 
due to go out of business at 
the end of this month.

Elizabeth Warren, who 
heads the independent 
oversight panel that Con¬

He reported mixed re¬ 
sults. Discussions were 
candid, yet it “remains to 
be seen when and how the 
DPRK will return to the six- 
party talks,” he told a 
Seoul news conference. 

The visit did not include 
a meeting with leader Kim 
Jong II.

The NDP clearly learned 
by watching the endless pa¬ 
rade of do-as-we-didn’t Tory 
gaffes. Even when the new 
government’s ministers 
momentarily forget them¬ 
selves — Deputy Premier 
Frank Corbett’s big-whop¬ 
per $441.48 restaurant bill 
comes to mind — it has 
been wise enough to apolo¬ 
gize (“I screwed up and it 
won’t happen again”) and 


move on. Ernie Fage? Com¬ 
pare and contrast. I rest my 
case. 

The government has also 
made progress in eliminat¬ 
ing the most outrageous 
entitlements — fees for 
chairing committees that 
didn’t meet, peddling tax- 
payer-bought office furni¬ 
ture for personal gain — of 
which too many of our 
elected officials believed 
they were entitled. 

On the other hand, it 
must be said the New De¬ 
mocrats have broken — or 
will break — every impor¬ 
tant election promise they 
made during last spring’s 
campaign. 


Such blatant backsliding 
would normally lead to 
howls of voter outrage, but 
the NDP’s popularity re¬ 
mains high. That’s proba¬ 
bly because we, as voters, 
never expected them to 
keep those promises. We 
would have been angrier if 
they had, especially after 
this fall’s sobering econom¬ 
ic analysis from experts the 
government hired to get it 
off the hook it had created 
for itself. 

For me, however, the 
most troubling blemish on 
the NDP’s early record is 
how easily it seems to have 
slipped into playing Nova 
Scotia politics-as-usual on 


appointments and govern¬ 
ment spending decisions. 

The NDP recently used 
its majority on the all-party 
human resources commit¬ 
tee, for example, to keep 
MLAs — and the public — 
from finding out about all 
candidates being consid¬ 
ered for appointments to 
provincial boards and com¬ 
missions. While in opposi¬ 
tion, the party led the fight 
to make that process more 
open and transparent. 

And last week the NDP’s 
Cumberland South riding 
president and former can¬ 
didate resigned because he 
says the government is 
playing “old-style politics” 


on the location of a new 
provincial jail. The Tories 
had promised two jails — 
arguably old-style politics, 
too — but the NDP can¬ 
celled those, and now plans 
to build just one to save 
money. 

Intriguingly, allnovasco- 
tia.com reports Justice Min¬ 
ister Ross Landry’s home 
riding is the “leading con¬ 
tender” as home to the 
new institution. 

Those are not good 
omens so early in their 
tenure.

Poverty is a fact of life fac¬ 
ing many Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples in Canada. 

The UN recently ranked 
Canada fourth on its quality 
of life ranking and paints a 
rosy picture. Officially 
called the Human Develop¬ 
ment Index, it measures 
certain criteria to get a 
snapshot of a country’s 
quality of life. 

Let’s look at this from the 
perspective of the aborigi¬ 


nal community in Canada. 
Statistics show the aborigi¬ 
nal infant mortality rate is 
VA times higher than the 
Canadian infant mortality 
rate. An aboriginal man will 
die 7.4 years earlier than a 
non-aboriginal Canadian. 
An aboriginal woman will 
die 5.2 years earlier than 
her non-aboriginal counter¬ 
part. 

Unbelievably, 70 per cent 
of aboriginal students on- 
reserve will never complete 
high school. Graduation 
rates for the on-reserve 
population range from 28.9 
to 32.1 per cent annually. 
About 27 per cent of the 


aboriginal population be¬ 
tween 15 and 44 years of 
age hold a post-secondary 
certificate, diploma or de¬ 
gree, compared with 46 per 
cent of the Canadian popu¬ 
lation within the same age 
group. 

On economic terms, un¬ 
employment rates for all 
aboriginal groups continue 
to be at least double the rate 
of the non-aboriginal popu¬ 
lation. About 80 per cent 
have incomes below 
$30,000 per year. 

Statistics on the health of 
Aboriginal Peoples is grim. 
The suicide rate is more 
than twice the Canadian 


rate and is now among the 
leading causes of death 
among aboriginal youth be¬ 
tween the ages of 10 and 24, 
with the rate estimated to 
be five to six times higher 
than that of non-aboriginal 
youth. Diabetes is at least 
three times the national av¬ 
erage. 

It’s wonderful that Cana¬ 
da is held in such high re¬ 
gard by others, but once you 
start to peel back the layers, 
an uglier picture emerges ... 
Aboriginal Peoples’ poverty.

Conditions improved, but debt risk: Review 


Mounting governmental 
and household debt are 
posing new risks to the 
stability of financial 
systems, the Bank of Cana¬ 
da said Thursday in its 
most recent analysis. 

The central bank’s semi¬ 
annual “Financial System 
Review” finds that overall 
conditions have improved 
in the short term since it 
last reported in June. 

But it adds that record- 
high debt by Canadian 
households pose an elevat¬ 
ed medium-term risk if a 
second financial or eco¬ 
nomic shock were to mate¬ 
rialize.

warned in the past about 
Canadians getting in over 
their heads with large 
mortgage commitments 
that don’t appear problem¬ 
atic given today’s low in¬ 
terest rates. 

The bank repeats the 
warning in its systems re¬ 
view, stressing that rates 
aren’t going to remain at 


historic lows forever and 
mortgage payments will 
rise. This is both a poten¬ 
tial problem for house¬ 
holds and banks, the re¬ 
port states. 

“When borrowing funds, 
especially in the form of 
mortgages, households 
need to assess their ability 
to service these debt obli¬ 
gations over their entire 
maturity, taking into ac¬ 
count likely changes in 
both income and interest 
rates,” the report stresses. 

And the bank says 
lenders should be carefiil 
about extending mortgage 
loans even if they are in¬ 
sured.

spent to make Titanic. 

Will audiences come 
along? Cameron thinks so. 

“It’s hard for me to imag¬ 
ine that short of some mas¬ 
sive marketing debacle, 
that it’s not going to work 
for people. I mean, we may 
not have a kind of slam- 
dunlc opening weekend 
that settles the whole case. I 
don’t think the case is going 
to be settled until week two 
or maybe week three,” 
Cameron said only days af¬ 
ter completing Avatar, just 
in time for its world¬ 
wide blowout 
next week. 

“Let’s face 
it. It wasn’t 
settled on Ti¬ 
tanic till 
week 10. Ti¬ 
tanic was the 
No. 1 picture 
for 16 weeks.

The director, who had a

time. Though he’s been 
busy producing, making the 
underwater 3-D documen¬ 
taries Ghosts of the Abyss

and Aliens of 
the Deep and de¬ 
veloping the tech¬ 
nology for Avatar, 
this marks his first narra¬ 
tive film since Titanic 12 
years ago. 

Cameron’s reputation 
and a mammoth marketing 
push by distributor 20th 
Century Fox virtually guar¬ 
antee hit status for Avatar. 
Still, in this blockbuster 
age, there are hits and there 
are HITS. The question is 
whether Avatar can climb 
to the $300 million or $400 
million level of such fran¬ 
chises as Star Wars, The 
Lord of the Rings and Spi¬ 
der-Man. 


Some factors in its favour:

review It took nearly 15 
years and several misfires 
for Disney to realize what 
made their animated 
movie musicals special, 
but luckily they did, as The 
Princess and The Frog 
proves. The ironic part was 
that it took CGI king John 
Lasseter to champion a re¬ 
turn to the animation stu¬ 
dio’s roots. 

In The Princess and the 
Frog, there’s no winking 
irony, no out-of-place pop 
culture references and no 
rapping grannies. 

What’s there instead is a 
beautifully inventive take 
on a classic fairy tale full of 
music that pays homage to 
the film’s New Orleans set¬ 
ting while still fitting in 
the classic Disney vein. 
The fact that Randy New¬ 
man wrote the songs but 
opted not to sing them 
himself probably helps a 
great deal. 

The animation featured 
is a return to form for Dis¬ 
ney, making the film feel 
timeless right out of the 
gate. The elephant in the 
room — that the film fea¬ 
ture’s Disney’s first 
African-American princess 
— becomes a non-issue so 
quickly it’s ridiculous. 

A lot of that probably 
has to do with the fact that 
our heroine, Tiana, spends 
much of the movie as a 
frog herself, but every as¬ 
pect of the story is handled 
so artfully that anyone at¬ 
tempting to ascribe politi¬ 
cal meaning to anything in 
it would only make them¬ 
selves seem foolish.

The main joy of Invictus is 
watching Morgan 
Freeman finally, at long 
last, play Nelson Mandela, 
a role it was assumed 
would eventually end up 
on his resume. 

But instead of a long- 
planned adaptation of Man¬ 
dela’s autobiography, direc¬ 
tor Clint Eastwood has 
brought to the screen the 
story of 1995 Rugby World 
Cup, held in South Africa, 
and Mandela’s effort to use 
the event to unite an 
apartheid-scarred nation. 

That Freeman excels as 
Mandela is really no sur¬ 
prise, but it is fun to watch. 
The real surprise here is 
Matt Damon, as rugby cap¬ 


tain Francois Pienaar, who 
turns in a startlingly effect¬ 
ing performance. 

Good as the leads are, the 
rugby itself unfortunately 
gets in the way. As the sport 


is more than likely a big un¬ 
familiar to North American 
audiences, much effort is 
made to explain the basics 
of the game. 

Some of these are seam¬ 


less within the story, such 
as actual coaching sessions 
the team held in the town¬ 
ships as an outreach effort. 
Others, such as one security 
guard asking another 


straight-forward questions 
about scoring and game- 
play, feel far too clumsy — 
especially in a film that 
handles so many other 
complex story aspects so 
artfully. 

The big final match 
against New Zealand, the 
film’s climax, is played out 
almost in real time, point 
by point, leaving Mandela 
a spectator in his own sto¬ 
ry as Pienaar’s men take 
the field and wordlessly 
fight for their nation’s ho¬ 
nour. 

Aside from taking up way 
too much of the film’s time, 
the game also suffers from 
too much slow motion, 
which is what ultimately 
keeps the film from being a 
true success. 

Whether the audience 
knows the outcome of the 
famous game or not, the 
filmmakers take so long 
getting to the final whistle 
that it’s hard to care when 
they do.

Sometimes one perform¬ 
ance can save an entire 
film. Take Me And Orson 
Welles, a fairly bland com¬ 
ing age story set against 
the backdrop of Orson 
Welles* infamous 1937 
production of Julius 
Caesar. 

The movie is feather¬ 
weight and predictable, but 
bursts to life every time 
Christian McKay appears on 
screen as Orson Welles. 

McKay’s performance 
transcends impersonation 
to completely capture the 
complex personality of a 
young Welles at the peak of 
his powers and director 
Richard Linklater (Waking 
Life) is clever enough to 
shade in all of Welles’ flaws 
just as carefully as his pres¬ 
tigious talents. 

It’s easily the best repre¬ 
sentation of Welles ever 
captured on screen, but — 
unfortunately — the film 
that surrounds the tower¬ 
ing performance doesn’t 
quite compare. 

The main problem with 
the movie is that it centres 


on Teen Beat coverboy Zac 
Efron rather than Welles. 

The High School: The Mu¬ 
sical star plays an ambitious 
teen who stumbles into a 
small role in Caesar. Much 
of the film is about Efron 
learning hard life lessons 
from Welles, the cast, and a 
promiscuous production as¬ 
sistant played by Claire 
Danes. 

Efron’s limited range as 
an actor is stretched to the 
breaking point in a pretty 
undemanding role. The 


script does capture the 
youthful joy of being in¬ 
volved with the arts reason¬ 
ably well, but without Or¬ 
son Welles this would have 
been a made-for-TV movie 
at best. 

Fortunately Richard Lin¬ 
klater rushes through the 
plot to spend as much time 
as possible with McKay’s 
Welles, vividly recreating 
his expressionistic take on 
Julius Caesar and filling 
every scene with subtle de¬ 
tails about Welles’ early life 


(such as his use of off-duty 
ambulances to race around 
New York). 

It’s unfortunate that the 
director didn’t just make a 
film about this era of 
Welles’ life with Christian 
McKay as the star, because it 
could have been an interest¬ 
ing bio-pic. 

As it stands, Me And Or¬ 
son Welles is merely a pleas¬ 
ant movie featuring one as¬ 
tounding performance des¬ 
tined for awards recogni¬ 
tion.

review The big screen mar¬ 
riage of Hollywood heavy¬ 
weight Nicolas Cage and 
German arthouse eccentric 
Werner Herzog may seem 
odd on paper, but the final 
product is even odder, a 
joyous wallow in pulp ex¬ 
cess that stands alone. 

Borrowing part of the 
name and theme of Abel 
Ferrara’s bizarro 1992 exis¬ 
tential exploitation film 
(that boasted the most un¬ 
hinged and hair raising of 
Harvey Keitel’s performanc¬ 
es), Herzog’s Bad Lieu¬ 
tenant: Port of Call New Or¬ 
leans is hypnotic, violent 
and occasionally, laugh out 
loud hilarious. 

Cage stars as Lt. Terence 
McDonagh, a cop who al¬ 
ready treads the line of 
corruption and bad taste 
until a horrific drug-relat¬ 
ed massacre — and a bout 
of agonizing back pain — 
sends him spiraling into a 
vortex of substance-soaked 
self medication and gener¬ 
ally hideous, antisocial be¬ 
havior. 

Although on the surface, 
Bad Lieutenant may seem 
like Herzog lite, the very 
fact that film is trying to

pass itself off as something 
even marginally main¬ 
stream makes it perhaps 
the most offbeat work in 
the director’s oeuvre. 

The movie is certainly 
filled with that meditative 
eeriness, that tongue-in- 
cheek depravity and un¬ 
comfortable beauty that 
defines the best of Herzog 
(think Aguirre: The Wrath 
of God or Woyzeclc) but 
watching the filmmaker 
trying to squeeze those 
sensibilities into a conven¬ 
tional thriller model is 
nothing short of dizzying 
and will no doubt prove 
trying to tamer viewers. 

Those cynical cineastes 
who have written off Cage 
as a blockbuster baiting 
hack need to go back into 
the vaults and revisit the ac¬ 
tors defining, early work. 
Fare like Vampire’s Kiss, 
David Lynch’s Wild at Heart 
and Raising Arizona showed 
that when a filmmaker 
gives Cage the right materi¬ 
al, he can bum the screen 
up with operatic aplomb, 
riffing maniacally like a ca¬ 
cophonic jazzman.

Jared Leto goes to war

Jared Leto might be a 
famous actor and 
platinum-selling musician, 
but even he has major 
record label headaches to 
deal with. In August last 
year, EMI sued Leto’s band, 
30 Seconds to Mars, for 
breach of contract. 

Yet, the band re-signed 
with EMI before releasing 
their latest disc, This is War. 
“We want to be treated fair¬ 
ly,” Leto tells Metro over the 
phone from Los Angeles. 
“We did get to a place 
where EMI addressed the 
concerns we were fighting 
for.” 

Still, it may seem a bit 
odd that the group would 
sign to any big label after all 
the trouble the majors gave 
the group. The band does 
have a massive following, so 
why not go the Radiohead 
route? 

“We looked at what other 
bands did,” he says. “But Ra¬ 
diohead is now being dis¬ 


tributed through a major. I 
started looking at the op¬ 
tions and the reality is we’re 
in a transition time right 
now. Being DIY still leaves 
the band having to do what 
it really doesn’t want to, 
which is running a record 
company.” 

Leaving all the grunt 
work to EMI allowed the 
group to try something 
completely different on 
their new record. Dubbed 
The Summit, the group 
went to several places 
around the world to record 
fans playing instruments 
and singing to their new 


songs — some of these 
recordings ended up on the 
release. 

“People did everything 
from percussion to singing 
to chanting and stomping,” 
Leto explains. 

Working this into their 
songs wasn’t easy. Leto had 
to plan for these recordings, 
even though he didn’t 
know how they would turn 
out, while he was writing 
the album. 

The result is a louder, 
more epic 30 Seconds to 
Mars. Partly because of the 
Summit and also thanks to 
Leto’s love of big stadium

sounds, This is War is a 
cross between distorted, 
grungy rock and arena- 
ready U2. It’s brash and en¬ 
ergetic, while Leto’s wails 
pierce through the blister¬ 
ing drums and Edge-lilce 
guitar. 

The group solicited its fol¬ 
lowers to submit photos for 
the CDs cover art. The 
group took the best and 
printed 2,000 covers. 

“We did it to drive the 
record company crazy,” says 
Leto, laughing. “We all 
know that most of us, me 
included, don’t buy these 
very often anymore. If we’re 
going to make a CD and go 
through the trouble of 
printing out a piece of plas¬ 
tic and putting songs on it, 
we might as well have fun 
and celebrate the release.”

INGREDIENTS: 

6 strips bacon, chopped 

1 lb (500 g) calf’s liver, 
thinly sliced 

2/3 lb (300 g) baby leeks, 
sliced diagonally 

2 tsp (10 ml) oil, if needed 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) beef 
stock 

2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

4 tbsp (60 ml) heavy cream 

METHOD: 

1. Heat wide saute pan and 
fry bacon over fairly high 
heat 4-5 minutes or until 
golden brown. Lift out 
with slotted spoon. 

2. Add liver to pan and fry 
quickly about 2 minutes 
per side or until evenly 


coloured. Remove and 
keep hot with bacon. 

3 Add leeks to pan, with 
oil if needed, and fry for 
30 seconds, stirring. Stir in 
stock and heat until boil¬ 
ing. Simmer 2-3 minutes 
or until leeks are just ten¬ 
der. 

4 Stir in balsamic vinegar 
and return liver and 
pancetta or bacon to pan. 
Stir in heavy cream. Bring 
to boil. Adjust seasoning 
to taste and serve.
